The Decline of Wrestling. 


" < It is on record that Henry VLU him- 


self, who was something much more tb*n 
an amateur athlete, continued to keep up 
his practice in wrestling, among other 
muscular exercises, even after his acces- 
sion to the throne. But the example of 
the merry monarch, though dear to the 
-manly tastes of-the people, could not 
avert the reaction which the spread of 
the new learning and the decline of 
chivalry were rapidly bringing about 
among the upper classes, to some extent 
even under the later Tudors. Still more 
when the Puritan movement acquired 
strength in the country .wrestling, among 
other out of door sports, sank to a lower 
level of popularity than it had ever pre- 
viously touched in England. Peacham, 
in his ''Compleat Gentleman," published 
in 1622, went so far as to say that throw- 
ing the hammer and wrestling were low 
class sports, "not so well becoming no- 
bility, " but rather soldiers in a camp; 
neither have 1 read or heard of any prince 
or general commended for wrestling save 
Spaminondar and Achmat, the last em- 
peror of Turkey."—New Review. 


Europeans In Brazil.

Luy, of Rio de Janeiro, are not encour- 
aging to intending immigrants from 
comparatively cool latitudes. Such in- 
habitants of Rio de Janeiro as are not 
colored persons are generally pallid, 
weak, of short stature, and of but little 
muscular strength. Malarious infection 
—not usually fatal by itself—seems to 
Impoverish the blood and render the 
children of Europeans ••ail and liable to 
succumb early to disease. The children 
of Portuguese and Italians suffer least, 
but Germans, French, Belgians and other 
persons from climates very differeni 
from that of Brazil are warned that 
prosperous colonization can only be ef 
fected by a crossing with races better 
adapted to hot climates.—Arkansaw 
Traveler.

They 
walk through Paris about midnight with 
a sack and a couple of terriers, and when 
they catch sight of a stray puss off' go 
the dogs, who seldom return to their 
master without their prize. Their skins 
are sold to furriers and their'flesh to the 
keepers of eating houses in the suburbs, 
where "rabbit atew" is a favorite dish. 
But for stewed rabbit one likes to be sat- 
isfied that a bunny has been sacrificed, 
so the'workmen . who delight, in this 
dainty require to see a rabbit's head as a 
proof of the bona fides of the dish.' This 
would puzzle an ordinary individual, but 
the "cat killer" is a genius and a French- 
man, and is not so easily disposed of. 


He also deals in rabbit skins, aud has 


an arrangement with the cooks in the 
neighborhood to let him have the heads 
at the ~aame time as the skins of the rab- 
bits for his penny or two. By this in- 
genious method he is enabled to send out 
to his customers two or three cats' 
bodies, minus the tails; with each rab- 
bit's head, and one, more dainty,dish is 
added to the Parisian menu and eight or 
ten shillings to the well filled purse of 
the exterminator of the feline race. 'The 
French capital harbors the largest num- 
ber of cats 'of any city in the world in 
proportion to its size. Whole colonies of

have increased so rapidly of late that a 
portion of them had to be destroyed, as 
they roamed about in bands like wild 
beasts, and were beginning to be dan- 
gerous.

SAN FBANCISOO, Jan. 2.—Tho case o£ 


Mrs. D. D. Oolton, against Leland Stan- 
ford, 0. P. Hnntmglon and others, which 
attracted snch public attention during its 
trial before the Superior Court severa 
years ago, was decided by tbe Supreme 
Court to-day in favor of the defendants 
General D. D. Colton was formerly BESO 
ciated with Stanford and others in ih 
ownership and control of the Central Pa 
o;fii! Bailroad, and a number o£ other ex 
lenitive enterprises, 'involving millions o 
dollars of capital, General Oolton die 
October, 1878, and about a year later a set 
tlement was made between Mrs. Cofto 
and the parties who had been associate' 
with her husband in the railroad enter- 
prises. An agreement was signed by all 
parties at the time the settlement was 
made, but about two years af'.er Mrs. Ool- 
ton claimed to have discovered many er- 
rors in the calculations npon which the 
agreement bad been based, and in May, 
1882, she commenced suit against Stanford 
and others for tho rescission of the agree- 
ment on the ground that it had been pro- 
cured through false and fraudulent repre- 
sentations. 
Defendants in their answer 


denied the charges of frand and averred 
that Colton, during his association with 
them, had fraudulently appropriated to bis 
own use large sums of money belonging to 
the defendants. 
After a trial lasting nearly 


two years judgment was rendered in favoir 
of defendants. From this judgment.;Mnj. 
Colton appealed. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court to-day affirms the judgment 
of the lower .Court, and denies the motion 
•for-a new'trial.

acquainted with the intentions of 
the 


rulers of Italy regarding the church. 
Among other recent insults to the church 
was the demonstration in favor of Gior- 
dano Bruno. 
The Italian Government 


was seeking to detach the people from the 
charoh, and opposed tbe action of the 
Pope in every way. He' referred to tem- 
poral power as necessary to the inde- 
pendence and liberty of the Pope in the 
exercise of his mission, and declared he 
did not claim the restoration of temporal 
power from human motives. It was his 
right, and he waa required to preserve it 
intact and transmit it to his successor as 
one of the inalienable treasures of the 
Christian faith. 


The Riforma says: • The violence of the 


language used in the Pope's allocution 
will not prevent Italy from being governed 
in harmony with the necessities of progress 
and the. aspirations of her people.

bi-'letin for th'e month of December says 
the month of December waa unusually 
warm in aU districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains, while normal temperature has 
prevailed on the California coast, and it 
hag been slightly cooler than usual on the 
North Paciflo Coast. There has been an 
excess precipitation generally throughout 
the lake legion. In Minnesota and East- 
ern Dakota, Northern New England and 
California, Southern Oregon and over the 
plateau regions, the rainfall for tbe month 
has been most unusual. Over 18 inches 
have fallen at San Francisco, 15 inches at 
Los Angeles and nearly 8 inches at San 
Diego, which was from three to five times 
the usual amount for the month.
